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Florence Agreement On February 23, the Senate voted 76-14 to ratify the so- 
Ratified by Senate; called Florence Agreement which was signed by the United 
House Must Now Act States on June 24, 1959. The "Florence Agreement” is short 


for the International Agreement on the Importation of Edu- 
cational, Scientific, and Cultural Materials, to which 30 other countries besides the 


United States are signatories. To date, none df the Communist bloc countries have signed 
the agreement. 

Under the Florence Agreement the United States agrees to reduce tariffs on the im- 
portation of scientific and cultural materials, especially when these materials are in- 
tended for use in educational institutions. The agreement would apply to books and 
periodicals, to music, films, and recordings where the latter are destined for use by an 
educational institution or organization, and to scientific instruments or apparatus in- 
tended exclusively for educational purposes or scientific research, provided that "instru- 
ments or apparatus of equivalent scientific value are not being manufactured in the 
country of importation." A reservation attached by the United States would permit the im- 
position of tariffs by any country which finds that its domestic industry is being threat- 
ened by duty-free imports of items covered by the agreement. Notice of intention to 
impose such tariffs would be given to UNESCO. 

The treaty is not self-executing, so that enabling legislation must be passed in 
the form of a bill to remove tariffs on the materials covered by the agreement. Such a 
bill, being tax legislation, must originate in the House, where it is under the juris- 
diction of the Ways and Means Committee. 

The American Council on Education is on record as supporting the Florence Agreement, 
Other supporters among educational organizations include the Association of American 
Colleges, the American Library Association, the American Council of Learned Societies, 
and the American Association of Physics Teachers. No formal opposition was expressed 
in the hearings, but letters of opposition were sent from trade associations represent- 
ing some of the manufacturers of scientific apparatus. Opponents of the- proposal are 


expected to concentrate their efforts on the enabling legislation when it comes before 
the House Ways and Means Committee.

Summer Conferences versities in support of sixteen Summer Conferences for 


College Teachers of Science and Mathematics. The 
Conferences are designed to strengthen teachers' mastery of newer developments in 
science and mathematics and to help increase their effectiveness in the classroom. 
The more than 500 participants will receive stipends of up to $15 a day plus travel 
allowances. Stipend holders pay neither tuition nor fees. 

The program of Summer Conferences for College Teachers is patterned after the 
Summer Institutes for High School and College Teachers program which will sponsor 
nearly 400 Summer Institutes this year. Whereas Summer Institutes vary from four 
to 12 weeks in duration, Summer Conferences last four weeks or less, and give 
college staff members who must teach during summer terms an opportunity to 
familiarize themselves with recent advances in specific fields. Subject matter 
covered is usually more specialized than that of the Summer Institutes. 
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Participants will be chosen by the Conferences, not by the National Science

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Army Announces A revitalized course of studies within the college 
Drastic Changes Reserve Officers' Training Corps program has been 
in ROTC Course announced by Secretary of the Army Brucker. Be- 

ginning with the school year 1960-61, advanced ROTC 
cadets will take about 20 percent of their military instruction in university- 
taught subjects, such as science, psychology, communications, and political 
institutions. 

To permit the change, military subjects, such as crew-served weapons instruc- 
tion, will be taught during the six-week summer camp period, normally attended 
during the junior and senior college years. 

The Army anticipates that the new program will stimulate increased intel- 
lectual attainment on the part of the ROTC students; lessen the training load on 
students, particularly those pursuing technical degrees ; and make the overall pro- 
gram more attractive. 

The ROTC is the major source of officers for the U. S. Army. The present 
enrollment is over 155,000 cadets, in 248 colleges and universities. 

A supplement to the official announcement gives additional details. For 
example, the military subjects retained on the campus have been revised and 
revitalized and will be taught by active Army personnel. This is considered 
essential in order to provide a challenge to the student and will continue to 
provide an adequate period for the effective evaluation of leadership potential 
and the over-all acceptability of cadets for a Regular or Reserve commission. 

The military subjects, such as crew-served weapons training, removed from 
the campus phase of instruction will be presented at a six weeks summer camp 
normally attended between the Junior and Senior years. It is the opinion of the 
DA that these subjects lend themselves to better presentation while the cadet 
is at an active Army training site where terrain, active Army support and a full 
military atmosphere prevails. 

This reduction in hours of on-campus military instruction through the recog- 
nition of certain university taught subjects during the Junior and Senior years 
will greatly relieve the pressure on the college student. Particularly while 
pursuing technical degrees, college students have been reluctant to take ROTC 
since in many cases their heavy schedule of required subjects for a degree did 
not permit them to consider the ROTC. Also, with the demands of a modern-age 
education, various accreditation agencies have been reluctant to recognize the 
ROTC curriculum as a requirement for a degree and in some cases the ROTC curricula 
had been relegated essentially to an extra-curricula activity. Through the re- 
vised ROTC curricula the Army will reduce the pressure on the student, give great- 
er recognition to the requirements of a baccalaureate degree, and as a result, it 
is believed that universities will be more willing to award credit for the new 
ROTC curricula on an equitable basis with other subjects. 

The new Army ROTC course of studies while developed principally by the Com- 
manding General, U. S. Continental Army Command, was thoroughly discussed and 
reviewed by the Army Advisory Panel on ROTC Affairs. This standing panel, con- 
sisting of college presidents and other distinguished educators, together with 
representatives of the Army staff, was convened in Washington on 3-4 December 
1959. While other matters were discussed at this annual meeting, the topic which 
received most serious consideration was the revision of the ROTC curricula. 

In order to further assure its acceptability, the highlights of the revised 
ROTC curricula were communicated to the heads of the two hundred and thirty-three 
universities and colleges sponsoring the Army ROTC Program by Major General 
Frederick M. Warren,,the Chief of the Army Reserve and ROTC Affairs, who is Chair- 
mand of the Army Advisory Panel on ROTC Affairs. A substantial majority of the 
comments received in response to this query favored a revised ROTC course of study. 
Recognizing that certain institutions might not be able to immediately or fully 
implement the change, a phasing period has been authorized. 
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Office of Education U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick has 
Appointments Noted announced several appointments. He has named Dr. Herbert 


S. Conrad, for 12 years head of the Research and Statistical 


Services Branch, to the newly created position of coordinator of research for the Divi- 
sion of Higher Education, Office of Education. 

"Dr. Conrad will have responsibility for the planning and coordination of new 
developments in the research program of the division, considering the activities of all 
branches of the Office of Education and the research programs being conducted outside 


of the Office of Education," Commissioner Derthick explained. "It will be his responsi- 


bility, for example, to identify the major problems in higher education which can be 
fruitfully attacked by research, and to exercise leadership in the research attack on 
these problems." 

Dr. Conrad helped to launch the Cooperative Research Program of the Office of Edu- 
cation in 1957 as acting assistant commissioner for research. He came to the Office 
of Education in 1948 after 15 years at the University of California, first, as research 
associate, then assistant professor of education, and, finally, associate professor of 
psychology. 

Dr. Virgil R. Walker has been appointed director of the Educational Statistics 
Branch of the U. S. Office of Education. Dr. Walker has been with the Office of Edu- 
cation since September 1956, first as specialist for secondary school organization 
and administration, and since December, 1958, as chief of the Secondary Schools Section. 

Dr. Carroll V. Galbreath has been named as Department of Health, Education, and 
Welfare regional representative in Denver for the four higher education programs of 
the National Defense Education Act. Dr. Galbreath will work directly with colleges 
and universities participating in the four higher education programs of the act -- 
Student Loans, Graduate Fellowships, Counseling and Guidance Training Institutes, and 
Language Development. 

Dr. Galbreath has resigned his position as dean of students at Drake University, 
Des Moines, Iowa. He has been assistant professor of personnel and industrial rela- 
tions, associate dean of students and assistant to the chancellor of the University 
of Denver. He was also director of counseling at the University of Denver.
